And that increase, in any mans arithmetic, is 86 to 
one in fav or of the steelworkers. But it still isn't enoug h 
for the Union leaders. They want more and more — 
and more. When they describe steel profits as “ fa nta s­ 
tic," what word is then left to describe the g ains of the 
steelworkers? 
Let's Lo o k a t the Fa rts 
The steel companies hav e no complaint whatev er to 
make about the g reatly increased prosperity of the steel­ 
workers. But they do protest v ig orously when Union 
, leaders-Koncealing the fabulous g ains of their members 
—seek to distort, mag nify and misrepresent the profit 
.picture in a brazen effort to foist another disastrous 
round of wag e inflation upon the American people. 
We think the time has come, therefore, to look at the 
pober facts about pay rolls and profits, and to put them 
^in perspectiv e. 


One Millio n Owners Go t $2 ft ft 
Millio n To ta l D ivid end s 
The steel companies are ow ned by more than one mil­ 
lion stockholders whose inv ested sav ing s hav e prov ided 
the tools, the plants, and other capital facilities needed 
j to make steel. As pay ment for the use of these facilities, 
{which cost in ex cess of $16 billion, the stockholders re­ 
ceiv ed $268 million in div idends dunng the first six 
months of this y ear.

that Is true. What y ou were no t told is that production 
and sales — and pay rolls, tax es and other costs — a lso 
established new record hig hs. 
Dunng this penod the companies sold $9*4 billion 
worth of steel. And after cov ering their pay rolls, tax es 
and other costs—all record hig hs—they showed a profit 
of $7 8 3 million, less than 8 4 cents on each dollar of sales.

Another third or so of the profit went to meet the con­ 
tinuing need for improv ed or enlarg ed plants and equip­ 
ment, necessary ’ working capital, new’ sources of raw 
materials, new research facilities, and to improv e produc­ 
tiv e efficiency g enerally . 
This was the “ re-inv ested profit*' that prov ides for 
America s industrial g rowth, sustains job security , and 
steadily raises the standard of liv ing of the American 
people. 
One-Third If ent to the Otrners 
What wa s left of the profit—$268 million—went to th€ F 
owners of the steel companies in the form of div idends. 
This was the only pay Tnent they receiv ed from their 
companies for the use of all the tools that their sav ing s 
( 
hav e prov ided; and it represented an annual return of 
about 3 percent on the present market v alue of their 
inv estment. 
That is about the same return y ou g et on y our sav ing s 
account at the bank—less than on a Gov ernment Bond. 
Not ex actly “ fantastic" is it? . . . Especially since the 
companies —in order to attract the new sav ing s they 
must hav e—must compete in the financial market place
